This new anthology of children’s lit- 

erature contains complete books, excerpts 
from books (fiction and nonfiction), fairy 
tales, fables, and poetry. The volumes 
are unnumbered but have the following 
titles: Mostly Magic, Wonderful Things 
Happen, Good Times Together, Stories of 
Early America, and Wide, Wonderful 
World for the primary grades; Fun and 
Fantasy, Adventures Here and There, 
Children Everywhere, American Back- 
grounds, and Man and His World for in- 
termediate-grade readers (grades five 
through eight). About 90 per cent of the 
material is still copyrighted. The set in- 
cludes over 600 poems and stories. There 
are 50 complete books. 

According to the publishers, “these 
books represent five large areas of inter- 
est: fun and humor, adventure, children 
everywhere, the story of America and 
science. For each area there are two vol- 
umes, one for children of pre-school and 
primary age, and the other for intermedi- 
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ate grade readers.” The division into five 
large areas of interest, with two volumes 
in each field at different levels of reading 
difficulty, is an interesting and novel ar- 
rangement. The experienced librarian 
should be able to differentiate the books 
for older and younger readers. There is 
only a slight variation in the print which 
may not be discovered by the parent or 
child, and titles for the same interest area 
do not indicate that Children Everywhere 
is for upper grades and Good Times To- 
gether is for lower grades. Only the care- 
ful reader of introductions and forewords 
would be aware of the intention. The pro- 
motional material claims that the inter- 
mediate volumes contain literature for 
readers through grade eight. Format and 
content will appeal most to those under 
13 years of age. 

Through Golden Windows may be pur- 
chased in three ways: as a set of ten vol- 
umes, in the five-volume grade groupings, 
or as individual volumes. The editor of 


the individual volume introduces the 


theme of her book; for example, Nora 
Beust is responsible for Wonderful Things 


Happen and Adventures Here and There 
and Phyllis Fenner for Mostly Magic and 
Fun and Fantasy. Good Times Together 
and Children Everywhere were edited by 
Dora Smith. These editors are all ex- 
perienced in the field of children’s litera- 
ture. Each volume also contains an in- 
troduction in which Bernice E. Leary 
states the purpose and aims of the 
anthology. 

In her introduction, Bernice E. Leary 
suggests the aims are to give variety and 
inspiration to the child through litera- 
ture and art, to provide interesting read- 
ing for children, to supply basic reading 
for a college course in children’s litera- 
ture, and to give parents a basic home 
library. 

An examination of the contents of the 
ten. volumes shows that the first of these 
objectives has been achieved in the many 
selections of prose and poetry. As an 
example, in Good Times Together there 
are 46 poems and 32 stories. There are 
stories by such writers as Carolyn Hay- 


wood, Emma Brock, Beverly Cleary, and 
Maj Lindman. There is poetry by A. A. 
Milne, Christopher Morley, Marchette 
Chute, and Eleanor Farjeon. The Subject 
Index which each volume contains makes 
it easy for parent or teacher to locate a 
story to demonstrate an idea. For exam- 
ple, in Children Everywhere the subjects 
covered include Character, Nature, and 
Friendliness. Many selections contain 
original illustrations. Illustrators include 
Ludwig Bemelmans, Thomas Handforth, 
Robert McCloskey, E. H. Shepard, and 
many others. 

The ten volumes contain a rich sampling 
of children’s books predominantly Ameri- 
can. The representations other 
countries are chiefly from the classics 
such as A Christmas Carol by Charles 
Dickens, Pinocchio by Carlo Collodi, and 
Andersen’s Fairy Tales. Thus, there is 
no Borrowers, no Emil and the Detectives, 
and no Babar, although there are three 
stories each by Carolyn Haywood and 
Eleanor Estes. 

The second aim, that of providing in- 
teresting reading for children, is well at- 
tained by bringing together many popu- 
lar, amusing, easy-to-read stories by such 
authors as Ruth Gannett, Ludwig Bemel- 
mans, Margaret Wise Brown, James 
Daughtery, William Péne du Bois, and 
Beatrix Potter in an inviting format. 

The attractive, sturdy format in pastel 
colors of green, mauve, blue, and pink and 
the lavish use of color and _ illustration 
throughout the text and on covers, end 
papers, and title pages will have a strong 
appeal for youthful readers. The publish- 
er says that of the 1,798 illustrations which 
appear “original art was commissioned 
for slightly more than half the stories, 
especially for most of the four-color 
pages.” It is heartening to note that so 
little of the original text has been changed 
and that so many of the original illus- 
trations have been included. 

The third aim, providing basic reading 
for a course in children’s literature, is 
not achieved because a book planned with 
such an appeal to children will not be 
the best basic reading resource for a

should be reading complete books rather 
than excerpts. 

The fourth aim, providing a basic home 
library, is reached because these volumes 
will be a great boon to the parent who is 


unfamiliar with children’s books. They 
will also form a delightful but limited 
nucleus for the home library, for it is not 
well that children be left with only one 
chapter from Treasure Island and two 
chapters from The Adventures of Tom 
Sawyer. Since the chapters are selected 
for their interest as episodes and since 
there is no easy access to the information 
that more may be found about Tom 
Sawyer in the complete book, the child 
may too easily take the anthology as a 
collection of complete stories. 

In spite of the fact that the Introduction 
says “. . . selections are loosely tied to- 
gether into related units,” the arrange- 
ment within each volume seems purely 
arbitrary with prose, long and short selec- 
tions, excerpts, and complete works in- 
termingled with poetry. For instance, in 





Wonderful Things Happen we find a com- 
plete story about Switzerland including 
some of the original illustrations followed 
by a chapter about Buffalo Bill. The next 
items are poems called “Adventure,” “My 
Airplane,” and “Hayride.” The intersper- 
sion of poetry throughout the volumes 
should captivate many persons unlikely to 
read a volume of poetry. 

The volumes on the United States 
(American Backgrounds and Stories of 
Early America) and on science (Wide 
Wonderful World and Man and His 
World) are arranged with stories and 
poems divided under subject headings. 

Each volume contains its own table of 
contents, acknowledgments, postscript list- 
ing the complete books from which ex- 
cerpts were taken, subject index, and list 
of illustrators. In spite of these it is diffi- 
cult for the reader to ascertain whether 
the story is a complete one or an excerpt 
from a book. 

The selections in Through Golden Win- 
dows have been made from much of the 
most popular and best in children’s litera- 
ture, the physical make-up of the volumes 
is inviting, and there is a generous use of 
illustration. The volumes may be pur- 
chased separately. The set presents a gen- 
erous introduction to reading for chil- 
dren from the youngest up to 12 years at 
a reasonable price. On the other hand 
there are certain limitations: loss of in- 
dividuality which any author’s or ‘illus- 
trator’s work suffers when gathered into 
uniform volumes, difficulty of following 
through to the original stories, and the 
concentration upon some authors to the 
exclusion of others. In spite of these 
handicaps Through Golden Windows is 
one of the most attractive anthologies of 
children’s literature published to date. It 
is recommended for the home where easy 
access to libraries and bookstores is lim- 
ited and for the smaller school library. 
Most public libraries and large school li- 
braries will have all the stories and poems 
which are included, but they will find the 
set attractive and useful for browsing and 
supplementary reading. Reference use of 
this set is very limited.
